Sainrday nalf-IIoliday. 

The half-holiday movement, now 
commanding so much attention, not 
ouly araongi merchants and govern- 
ment officials, but among brokers and 
bankers, manufacturers and philaiilhro- 
pists, in short, among nearly all em- 
ployers, employed and their friends, 
has something also to say both to 
mistress and maid. There are house- 
holds, indeed (most of them are found 
in large cities), where the servant's 
right to a weekly "afternoon out" is 
claimed anil concluded; but in the great- 
er numljer of country liousalioldK, holi- 
days or half-holidays, whether for mis- 
tress or maid, would he an innovation 
indeed. 

They aeem, in faot,-to he almost an 

impoHsibility , there is so much to do. 
Where the mistress never spari!s her- 
self and rarely tukes ao niueli as an 
"evenifig out," the ov( rworkinl servant 
has little sense of injustice, though she 
never finds an hour to herself till she 
iinda herself in bed. Where, us is tho 
ease in far too tiianv lio'.iseliolds, the 
"hirtnl Liirr' is free lo out :is .soon u.'j 
her worii is done, going wlier(( slie will, 
and returning with whom she will, let 
ting herself in by the back iloor, of 
which she keeps the key, aht\ would 
probably lie the first to cry injustici* if 
she well* given a half hnlidnv every 
week and rei|uii-ed to come in betimes 
after a walk in the eiirly evening of 
the other days. ^'e( (he half holitluv 
plan is much the bettor one, although 
ut first sight it seems to interrupt work, 
to curtail the freedom of the servant, 
and to adit to the labor of the mistress, 
without, on tho whole, increasing the 
sum of recreation or rest. 

I'erhaps tlje xuni of either is not 
increased and yet the worth may lie. 
An afternoon- walk in the open air, 
dressed in one's best; that conscious- 
nesfl of seeing and being seen, which 
the girl loses in the darkness of even- 
ing; the company of two nr three 
chosen friends, all enjoying that sense 
of holiday so gi'ateful to the hunl work- 
ed; a id hetier still, that delicious eoii- 
soiousnesB of having earned it by extra 
diligence and forethought in the morn- 
ing — all this is worth far more, both aa_ 
enjoyment and as rest, than such even- 
ing pleasures as are within tlio reach of 
domestic servants. On [deasant after- 
noons in spring there may be llower- 
hunts along the wayside, and in the 
woods, and Bridget may learn a new 
pleasure in making her kitchen gay 
with posies, or on pn shilling her mis- 
tress with fi boiiipiet of early (lowers, 
In autumn there might be nutting 
frolics, and a store laid U]) for winter 
evenings. In the summer, why should 
not Bridget be allowed to make up a 
luncheon basket and join "the otlmr 
girls" in a picnic? Andifafew of their 
"cousins" were also enjoying a holiday 
(as lot us hojie, they soon may), wdiy 
should not each basket hold enough for 
two, and a few "good b'y.s" be invited 
to join the partyl We may be sure 
that tho tendency of such an afternoon's 
pleasuring would be quite as safe and 
far more wholesome than the evenings 
out. In the winter, and on stormy 
days, tho kitchen shining in Saturday's 
neatness, and well vunguarded by door- 
mat, scraper, and liroom — should be 
open for calls. The girls could gather 
together with needles and thimbles, 
the "good b'ys" could drop in aociabljf 
a generous pot of tea and a loaf of 
plain or raisin cake made by liridget'n 
own hands, would not impoverish her 
mistress, and like bread upon the 
waters it might return to her after nul 
"many days," in more loyal service and 
more faithful endeavor to do well. ' 

It is not Bridget only who needs a 
half-holiday. Her mistress wants it no 
less than she. It in a grave mistake 
whiidi no many hoiue-moth-.MR make to 
crowd Saturday so full of extra work 
— clejining and baking, and memlng 
and making — until midnight coinmands 
tho needle to fall from the weary 
fingers.

am JOHN MAVDONALD. 

It Cftlinnt, bul bo reiuiuked by tlioae 
who hoard him that the utterances of Sir 
John Macdoiiald at tho Victoria 'J'hoatre 
laat Thuraday evening came at a. peculiar- 
ly happy time^relating ik they did tu 
the completion of a work whose impor- 
tance even ita ojjpommta have coi\Hod to 
nndemito. Wlieii th» mini ripo in years, 
tkud ricli in tho reaped and confidunco of 
u nation — tho politician of nearly half u 
century, who has over, wo boliovo, wield- 
ed hia influence for the best interests of 
his fellowa — when ho stood up before the 
]ieopla it was but fitting that the hoinni^e 
tliey paid him in r.)uiid nftor round of 
cheering should bo so hi.'iu-ty luid pm - 
longed. Thoy have nuver foryotten, and 
reniemburod it more forcibly than ever 
when ho stood up before thuni, that Sir 
.lohn has been, since confederation, a 
ooaaistent advocate for the conatruotion 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, which 
liaa united, by the alron^ost bond of all, 
liritiah Ooliimbia witli hor aisU'r provin- 
ces. Nor bus Iba I'remiei' forjjoUcii, as 
he did not fail to aay, thai the people 
who greeted him so eiitbuaiaatically truro 
thoflO who in his hour of need hud return- 
ed him to a seat in the Dominion Com- 
mons when ho had been rejected by his 
f)wn conatituency . iBoliited cotupiinitivo- 
ly as wo liuve liitherlu bi>un fnnn tlia re.it 
of the Dominion, there hua not been mani- 
fested that ea^'er participation in and dia- 
cuBsion of Canadian politict which there 
might otherwise have been; and knowing 
and feeling the commercial disadvantages 
of remoteness from the other portiona of 
Canada we have ever lonked forward to 
the conatruotion of a coniit!ctin<{ line of 
railway ts a herald of increased trade and 
prosperity. Such work waa one of the 
stipulations of the tenna of union, and 
though the province in view of tho delays 
that moat certainly took place, spoke of 
broken faith and rcckleaa diareijiird, yot 
time has softened ita asperity, has brouj^ht 
it tho fruition of ita hopo, and there ia to- 
day, we feel assured, no warmer supporter 
of confederation than the province of 
British Columbia. ^Ve are essentially a 
liberal-conservative urovinca, and look 
upon Sir John i\I;icdoiiald not merely as 

• the ruling spirit of Canadian confeder- 
ation but as llio chief instrument by which 

. this province has bucoine an indissoluble 
part of the Dominion by the extension of 
that iroq band. In common with all.who 
hare travelled the lino of the Canadian 
Pacific or have visited British Columbia 
by other uiusns, Sir. lohn Macdonald has 
expressed himself in enthusiastic terms of 
not merely the beauties of our wondrous 
scenery, but of advantages more practical 
in the way of salubrity of climate, and of 
diversity, extent, -and evident richness 
. of our resources. Our timber has been 
too often extolled to need particular- 
ization, and tho wealth of our fisheries ia 
now almost a I'l J'iaehold word, but what 
we do need is capita! to develop our min- 
eral resources, and no i:;"re important 
factor in this regard cuuld be provided 
than the great transcontinental highway 
in the glory of whose imperial, federal 
and commercial importance Sir John 
Macdonald can so jiiatly siiare. As a 
triumph of ongincernig, as a conaoldi- 
dation of federal interests, as the means 
of a country's development, and as tho 
■trategio aafeguard of the integrity of an 
enpirai the Canadian Pacific railway 
standi alone. Well may Canada's pre- 
mier congratulato hor upon the compla- 
tion and tho already demonstrated utility 
of tho lino, and himself and government 
of whose policy ita construction formed u 
part, — for its reaults will live after them, 
while the name of Hii John Macdonald 
will ba handed down as that of a stntoa- 
man whoso ability, courage, and forefiighl 
were unvaryingly ilirectcd to tho uccom- 
plisbment of a work which Hliould form a 
powerful and porliapa tho moat important 
meana of welding many countries into 
one Yaat and glorious empire. 

DUUATION OF BRiriSU I'AKLIA- 
MKNTS AND MINIiiTlUL'a. 

The Britiah Parliament that was dis- 
solved laat month in the aliortuat in tho 
I'arliamontrtry record of iler Majesty'a 
reign. The lirat lii'^iin on tho lOth of 
November, IHIiT, mid ended on tho '2'^l^^] 
(if JunelS'll; the second lasted from 
August 19, 1841, till July 2a, 1847; the 
third from November 18, . 1847; .till July 
I, 1852; the fourth from November 4, 
1852, till IMareh'J, 1857; the fifth from 
April 1, 18,07, till Aiinl L'li, lH.",y; tho 
siilh from May 111, KSf.St, till J iily (i, 1805; :

Tlie Ruin ot BrltlHh Agricnitijdfe 

It nee ms now to be settled that under 
exiating conditions it does not pay to grow 
grain or raise cattle in tho beat part of 
the Continent and the liritiah Isles. Por 
this curious and alarming state of things 
the world is indebted to the extension of 
steam navigation to all parts of the earth. 
Wheat, barley, oats, etc., can bo grown 
on almost any arable land, li foHowH 
that wherever tho factors are moat favor- 
able that rogion gets tho benotit of this 
cheap o.ccaaa to tho eonauming market. 
A few years ago India contributed but 
"J0,f)OO bnahels of wheat to countries out- 
side of the peninsula. Ita export supply 
is now aliout ,">0,()00,fK10 bushele, and 
with the extension of ttie railway ayatoni 
it will have fully 100,000,000 for outaido 
conauniptiuii. 

The secret of India's ability to aiU in 
distant markets ia the extraordinary 
oheapheai'iaf fatbdr, whiab does hot com- 
mand more than ten cents a day of our 
money. Tho United States, Australia 
and N'ew Zealand can produce wheat and 
lay it down in Livorjjncd at a price which 
is simply ruinoua to the I'higlieh and 
Buropean wheat grower. This is bocanao 
of cheaper and more fertile land,, and tho 
use of machinery on the broad''^prairieM 
and plains, which dispeHses with costly 
labor. Recent statistics show that toiiant 
farmora in the liritiah Islands who 
confine theindelv.es to cereals and cattle- 
raising cann.jt make both eiids meet if 
thoy undertake to pay their retit. This 
accounts f(^r the distress among the agri- 
cultural claaaes in the Old World, and 
inoro ospooially for the abject misery of 
the Irish people who have no diverailied 
iiiduatrios, beoaiiao the island i.s without 
coal or iron, and liritiah laws discourage 
mamifacturos of any kind in that coun- 
try. 

The inability to raise grain is eflocling 
a social revcdution. It has struck a fotal 
blow at tho authority ond prestige of tho 
peere, vvlin are tlie great land-owners, and 
it will ond in agricultural land being trans- 
ferred tu tho peasants, in England and 
Scotland as well as Ireland. These agri- 
cultural workers, having no rents to pay, 
will be able to make a living out of tho 
noil, for they can raiao perishable veget- 
ables, poultry, eggs and dairy products, 
aa these ore safe from foreign competi- 
tion. In tho meantime the cities of Ii]u- 
rope are growing rapidly, and are yearly 
consuming more and more, nut only of 
the grain and cattle raised in diatant re- 
gions, but also of tho vegetables, poul- 
try, fruit and dairy products of noar-by 
production. This explanation of tho agri- 
cultural situation throws a good deal of 
light upon tho political ond social change 
now taking place in the whole world.— 
Dmartst Monthly, ^ , »

Tho ceiling 
was made to imitate the skies at uight time, 
with the moon aud atars, lit up from behind 
by electric lights. On the walls were ii 
serie.i of colored frescoes, repr eseutingvari- j 
ous country scenes, including an Italian 
capauna, a French auberge, aud a Swiss 
chalet. The monarch aud bis . guests, 
twenty iu nnmber, first went to the theatre. 
'I'iioy then retarned to the.^paJaoB and 
supped, About two p'clook in the morning 
tlu^ king ordered his favorite charger, antl 
moniitiug invited hiH friends to follow him. 
Their horses were brought up, and aa soon j 
as thoy were all in tho saddle his majesty 
rode oil into tho circus. The 
royal pnrty galloped round the ring 
several times. Tho king stopi>ed, 
doaceiidod, and rapped at the door of tho 
capanna. Suddenly the door opened aa 
if by magic, and a crowd of persona 
emerged from it. They wore dressed in 
tho different country costumos of Italy, 
and bora baakota of fruits, cakes and wines 
of which the guests partook. During the 
re])ust an iiiviaiblo choir sang Italian aira, 
accompanied by a brasa band. Hia 
iMikjesty again mounted his obarger and 
f( llowed by bis friends rode round the 
circus once more. Ho now knocked at 
the door of the auberge, and French 
peasants camo out with mure wine and

In the IMoorish Al- 
fszar, of aeville, 8)iain, exists ono that 
was [ilaiited during the reiga of Pedro 
I., between i:!50 and 1366. Others, 
herb known to be .'510 years old, arp. 
described as having a lieight of from 
twelve to fifteen metres, with trunks 
frouil.24 to 1.10 metres in circutnfer- 
ence. Ago is not, however, indicated 
by size, as in Andalusia there are many 
younger trees that are larger than these, 
in Alcalft de Guailaira are (wo, the 
trunks of which, at one metre above 
the ground, are respectively 2.50 and 
2. (it) metres in circumference. The 
yield of some orange trees in Malta 
anil Naples is siinjily aslounding, reach- 
ing as high as 'iO,dOO oranges to the 
tree, and in the estate known as the 
Hiieta Grande, 111 .Mairena del Aloor, 
there are two that are said to have 
borne 38,000 oranges each in a aeasoti.
